Specially, as shown in Figs. 1-3, reference McCausland et al. teaches a trading system performing trading operations, comprising 
a plurality of computers, each of which includes a display and a special keypad. Special keypad is illustrated in Fig. 3, with plurality of 
trading buttons, for example the control key cluster 204 contains several keys which control display of information on the trader station 
CRT unit 152 (col. 7, lines 7-1 3). As illustrated in Fig. 3, McCausland et al. teach the keypad having buttons of different shapes and sizes 
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
